RUSSIAN ICONS | 
TO BE i 
DISPLAYED 
ATJUNIATA 


On April 4, 1988, Juniata College will open an outstanding 
exhibit of Russian icons in celebration of the “Russian 
Millennium” — one thousand years since the introduction of 
Christianity to Russia. Icons are sacred images, colorfully 
painted on prepared wooden panels, that are indispensable to 
the religious life of Eastern Orthodox Christians and 
represent an artistic tradition strikingly different from western 
artistic development. All the icons in this exhibit come from 
collections never before exhibited, and nearly all originated in 
the “golden age’’ of Russian icon painting, that is, the era 
when distinctively Russian styles of painting were developed 
during the fifteenth to the seventeenth centuries. 

Following the exhibition at Juniata’s Shoemaker Gallery 
during the month of April, the icons will travel to the 
Washington Cathedral in Washington, D.C., where they will 
be on display as part of the program of events planned by the 
Cathedral in celebration of the Russian Millennium. The icons 
will remain on exhibit in the nation’s capitol at the Cathedral 
Church of St. Peter and St. Paul (as it is properly called) until 
the end of the month of May. Subsequent exhibition sites are 
being planned for the icons in other parts of the country for 
the remainder of 1988 and will be announced later. 

There will be more than forty icons in the exhibit, 
representing at least six different “schools” of icon painting: 
Novgorod and Northern Russia, Moscow and towns of 
Central Russia — Yaroslavl, Rostov, Kostroma. The range of 
images include many that are familiar and typical — Christ 
Pantocrater, The Virgin and Christ Child, Apostles, Prophets 
and Archangels — as well as images of some of the most 
popular Russian saints such as Florus and Laurus, protectors 
of horses, and Saint Nicholas the Miracleworker, patron saint 
of all Russia. 

Remarkably, several of the icons in the exhibit are dated as 
early as the fourteenth century, when much of Russia was 
still under the rule of Mongol invaders and the Orthodox 
Church was almost the sole unifying force among the 
demoralized Russian people. Most spectacular of all is a very 
high) of the “Last Judgment” which presents an entire

Christian cosmology in vivid colors and in great detail. The 
exhibit will conclude with an exceptional icon of the face of 
Christ painted in 1675 by Simon Ushakov, court painter to 
the Czars. This brings the “golden age” of icon painting to a 
close as the influence of western artistic styles begins to 
prevail. 

To present this extraordinary exhibition, Juniata College is 
fortunate to have obtained the services of Dr. Natalia 
Teteriatnikov, curator at Dumbarton Oaks, Washington, D.C, 
—a center for Byzantine Studies operated by Harvard 
University. She and her husband, Vladimir Teteriatnikov, a 
well-known art conservator and restorer in New York City, 
are serving as ‘‘Guest Curators’ to do the research and make 
the many technical judgments necessary for an exhibition of 
such high quality. Both Teteriatnikovs were trained originally 
in the National Scientific Research Laboratory of Restoration 
and Conservation of Art Objects in Moscow and both worked 
in major art museums in that city. They immigrated to the 
United States in 1975. Vladimir Teteriatnikov is the author of 
Icons and Fakes, which challenged the famous Hann collection 
of icons sold at auction in 1980. Dr. Natalia Teteriatnikov 
holds degrees from Moscow University and New York 
University and has published several articles on icon 
research. She is also curating a special exhibit of Byzantine art 
to open at the Walters Art Museum in Baltimore, Maryland, 
in December of 1988. 

Inspiration for the exhibition of Russian icons to 
commemorate the Russian Millenium came from Professor 
George Dolnikowski, professor of Russian and German at 
Juniata for more than thirty-five years, who is serving as 
coordinator of the entire exhibition program. Professor 
Dolnikowski was the winner of the Beachley Distinguished 
Professor Award in the spring of 1987. Organizer of the 
exhibition is Dr. Robert E. Wagoner, who has presented a 
number of art exhibitions at Juniata’s Shoemaker Gallery in 
recent years. 























“Slowly the Hunter Enters the Forest’ 
Reflections of a Peace Corps Worker

“Ndank Ndank, moo jap golo chi naay,’’ the wise 
Senegalese proverb states, meaning “slowly the hunter enters 
the forest to catch the monkey.” 

For the average American used to the quick paced “time is 
money” life, this advice proves invaluable given the laid back 
lifestyle of the Senegalese. It’s not that the Senegalese don’t 
like to accomplish goals quickly, but rather they recognize the 
importance of proceeding slowly through a difficult maze of 
natural and man-made problems. 

When I mailed the Peace Corps my application from Juniata 
College, | remember thinking, “I’m off to save the world.” 
The “We Are The World” song had just been released and I 
was full of passion for the chance to serve in the Peace 
Corps. Well, now that I am sitting outside my hut, in the hot 
African sun, with flies buzzing around by drenched body, I 
am still no less passionate regarding my work here, although 
I do have a more realistic outlook concerning the role of a 
volunteer. 

While the major role of the Peace Corps is to address the 
issue of poverty and ignorance in struggling areas of the 
world, the often forgotten secondary goal of fostering cross- 
cultural understanding is equally important given the nature 
of our interdependent world. Understanding other cultures, 
after all, is the most logical step toward avoiding conflict. 

As a volunteer, I will be working at the village level as an 
extension agent in health, nutrition, education and water 
related issues. The village of Miname-Keur Malle (1,000 
people), sixty miles northeast of the capital, Dakar, is my 
home for the next two or more years. The problems of 
Miname-Keur Malle are typical of most in the southern 
hemisphere: the lack of a clean and reliable water source, 
poor health and educational facilities, and undernourishment. 
My job is to help these people address their problems in the 
most appropriate way using local resources, and if needed, 
governmental or non-government relief organizations that aid 
projects which improve the quality of life. 

The key is to help people help themselves with information 
and the ability to participate in addressing their own 
problems. We are not here to make the American way of life 
the Senegalese way of life. We are here to help the 
Senegalese strengthen their own way — for although we 
categorize the world as “developed,” “developing,”’ or 
“undeveloped,” the difference is more quantitative than 
qualitative. 

Most Senegalese are farmers growing millet, rice, peanuts 
and a few other vegetables to survive the harsh life. Perhaps 
this represents the greatest of all culture shocks; my new life 
in an agrarian society. In the United States one can buy most 
anything twenty-four hours a day, 365 days of the year. But 
in the village, everyone, including my two inexperienced 
hands, works to put food in their mouths. 


Millet is the staple crop in Senegal, while peanuts are the 
cash crop used to buy the rice for the now (not traditionally) 
nationwide lunch of fish and rice. When millet reserves run 
out, one eats rice — not nearly as nutritional as millet — 
introduced by the colonial French government to create an 
import-export market for their treasury. 

While Dakar is the political and economic capital of 
Senegal, the roots of Senegalese culture remain planted in the 
village. Dakar is a western city, which for the young, who 
flock there to find steady paying jobs, means a city of lost 
dreams. Perhaps one in a hundred succeed while the rest 
leech off society, stealing and rapidly becoming disconnected 
from their culture. 

Despite the western influence, the Senegalese remain 
committed to the “extended family’; therefore, it is 
recognized that wealth is not measured by the amount of 
material possessions, but by the amount one can share with 
family and friends. 

Perhaps the best example of this characteristic is the effect 
Senegalese culture has had when mixed with Islam, which 
was introduced to West Africa in the 14th and 15th centuries. 
One of the tenets of Islam demands that all those in need are 
taken care of in society; combined with the natural hospitality 
of the Senegalese, who strive to create a fraternity among 
peoples (rich or poor), the life for a visitor is filled with 
surprising friendliness and generosity. 

Having had this chance to reflect on the bizzare lifestyle in 
Senegal, a few memorable occasions stand out in this 
abnormal existence. On awakening to breakfast one morning, 
I found the head of a sheep — the rest we had eaten the 
previous day — on a plate awaiting my fork. On closer 
inspection, the eye was staring at me. When my family 
noticed that I was examining the eye, it was promptly taken 
out of socket and placed on my plate, at which point I 
explained that I had already had my quota of eyes for that 
day and didn’t want to be greedy. 

Another time, on my second visit to the largest mosque in 
Senegal (located in Touba, 150 km east of Dakar) during an 
Islamic pilgrimage, I found hundreds of thousands of people 
in attendance, dancing, praying, and eating to celebrate their 
religion. I will never forget venturing through the mosque 
during the middle of the night, with thousands pushing their 
way inward to see the innerchambers decorated in colorful 
silks and gold. 

Every step outside my hut, every journey, and every meal 
(which is shared with the family around the communal bowl), 
is an adventure. John F. Kennedy, who helped to make the 
Peace Corps a reality 25 years ago, described it best when he 
said, “Life in the Peace Corps will not be easy . . . but if life 
will not be easy, it will be rich and satisfying.” 
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A STATEMENT OF MISSION

“The qualities of mind and character nurtured within the 
Juniata community enable our students to realize their full 
potential as contributors to society, informed citizens, and as 
caring and responsible adults.” (Juniata College mission 
statement) 

Juniata is proud of its graduates as they reflect the words of 
the proposed Juniata College mission statement. Alumnus 
Gary Baker ‘79, is a fine example of a graduate who has 
brought Juniata’s mission statement to life. 

Baker and his wife, Suzanne, have recently participated in 
a college level teaching exchange program with East 
Germany. Baker, a teaching assistant at the University of 
Minnesota, and his wife spent 3% months living behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

Gary explains the program, “It is an exchange program 
with the University of Minnesota which is a very rare thing. 
because there aren’t many universities that allow one to go to 
East Germany, (officially it is called the German Democratic 
Republic — D.D.R.), but I was lucky enough to be selected. I 
applied to go and it was approved. One reason I was 
particularly interested in East Germany is because an author 
(Uwe Johnson) — the one I am doing my dissertation for my 
doctorate on — grew up there and then left after he couldn’t 
start a writing career. Johnson was too critical of the system 
and the government wouldn't allow his work to be 
published, so he went to West Berlin. I wanted to see under 
what type of government he had lived in his youth.” 

Gary cited more reasons for teaching in East Berlin, ‘I am 
also very interested in the literature of the D.D.R. Besides, 
being a German major I feel you should get to know all the 
German speaking countries you can, like West Germany, the 
D.D.R., Austria, and Switzerland.’ 

Gary graduated from Juniata with a B.A. degree in modern 
languges. He received his master’s degree in German 
language and literature from Penn State University and is 
currently working on his doctorate. 

Having been married for only a year, the Baker couple 
sought special permission for Suzanne to be included in the 
exchange. Because of her music education degree from the 
University of Minnesota, Suzanne was granted permission to 
accompany her husband. She commented, “It was really a 
great opportunity. I held a recital of American folk and 
classical songs. We had a friend who studied there for a year 
and she gave us the addresses of people to contact, so I got 
into a circle of musicians. ] sang with a rock band and did 
recitals and was able to sing in churches during advent. The 
people were very receptive and interested in my music 
because they had never heard any of its kind before nor do 
they have access to it.” Suzanne was also able to go into 
some of Gary’s English classes at the Humbolt University in 
East Berlin to talk about the United States; present a historical 
spectrum of American music; and lead some singing of 
American songs. 

Gary, a native of Lewistown, compared teaching in the two 
different countries, “Teaching here, I’ve always had to work 


under a strict curriculum. Even in Berlin I had a book I was 
supposed to teach out of but I would usually deal with what 
they wanted me to teach quickly and then bring something 
from the States. For an example, I did a lesson on the Amish 
people. Not only one lesson, but a whole slide presentation 
on the Amish for the entire English department faculty. They 
had never known such a group existed, never knew about 
the way these people lived.” 

“During the lecture, I said that the Amish live without 
electricity and telephones. I heard people laughing in the 
audience because in East Germany you apply for a telephone 
and usually wait 15 years for it to be installed. When I said, 
‘They don’t even have telephones,’ I was laughed at because 
they don’t have telephones so why would they be astounded 
that the Amish don’t put them in their homes? 

“Of course they wanted to know what the Amish political 
stance was. I told them that one can’t think of Amish as 
having a political stance because they don’t think too much 
about worldly things; they live their simple lives. They found 
this strange because in East Germany you eat politics every 
day. Each day you open the newspaper there is an article on 
how the United States is continuing to test its atomic bomb 
while the Soviet Union has decided to stop testing 
voluntarily. That is what they read day in and day out; it gets 
monotonous.” 

The Bakers emphasized how they were well treated by the 
East Germans. “As individuals, we were well liked. There 
was no one who came up to us and said, “you capitalist pig- 
dogs’ or something like that,’’ laughed Gary. Suzanne said, 
“We were such a rarity. In Berlin they see more Americans 
because a 24-hour pass can be purchased, so they are only used 
to seeing Americans as tourists. There is such an ignorance 
there, just like we have towards the Soviets. There is an 
ignorance because we don’t have very much information. 
They don’t know much about Americans — just what they 
hear on the news which is biased, and in the newspapers 
which are very communistic. The news is selective and when 
they do hear about the United States, it is very negative.” 

Gary further explained, ‘‘We spoke German. That is also 
very rare for an American. Since we could speak German we 
could communicate with them very well and they could really 
open up to us which was the whole key to the situation.” 

Both Gary and Sue noticed a number of differences 
between the two cultures, “The thing that strikes your eye 
first is the lack of material wealth, not that that is necessarily 
bad. I don’t consider it bad that they lack, for instance, a 
washing machine in every household or that every family 
doesn’t have car. I do feel it is bad that they don’t have 
telephones because it is quite an inconvenience,”” commented 
Gary. 

“There is a lack of material things in the stores. If you were 
hungry for oranges, you couldn’t always find them. We were 
trying to find brown wrapping paper to wrap the Christmas 
presents we were planning to mail, but couldn’t find it. We 
asked some people why and they explained that when it is 
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there you have to buy large quantities because you can’t 
always find it. It was the same way with books, but the 
people have gotten used to it. If you see it and you want it, 
you have to buy it. You don’t think it over and go back the 
next day because it won't be there,’”” explained Suzanne. 

“We were used to getting whatever we wanted whenever 
we wanted it. There are always long lines to buy things that 
aren’t what are considered basic necessities. We saw long, 
long lines and when we got to the beginning they would be 
selling grapes. People would wait for hours to buy 
something. They would see a line and get in it without 
knowing what was at the beginning of the line,” she said. 
The Bakers did their gift shopping in West Berlin because it 
was more metropolitan. 

The Bakers found that the people of East Berlin do not 
have some of the freedoms that Americans enjoy. Suzanne 
noted, ‘Travel is the main one; they can’t travel where they 
want. We knew some people from the university that were 
near the line dividing the city. He said to us, ‘It is really sad, 
I've never been three blocks down the street to West Berlin. I 
can’t go there.’ So when we write our friends in East Berlin 
now, we are almost reluctant to say where we have 
traveled.” 

After their 34 months in East Berlin, Gary and Suzanne 
spent eight months in West Germany. Gary did research and 
Sue took a German-for-foreigners class at the University of

Marburg. They were given a scholarship by the government 
of West Germany. “I sent them my thesis and explained that 
I wanted to do research on Johnson and other German 
authors. I also explained that I hoped to gather enough 
information for my dissertation,” Gary said. 

Upon returning to the United States, the Bakers visited 
Gary’s parents in Lewistown and Suzanne's parents in 
Wisconsin before settling down in Minneapolis once again. 
Gary is now back to work in the assistant professorship 
program at the University of Minnesota. 

Gary, who was active on Juniata’s campus as class vice 
president, a Juniatian reporter, and a member of the initial 
international cultures club, recalls his memories of Juniata 
College. “I never got the feeling that I was unimportant. 
People knew your first name. I want someday to teach at a 
small liberal arts school because of my experience at Juniata.” 

Gary has been a fine example of the Juniata College 
mission statement values. The Juniata community is confident 
in Gary Baker’s teaching of those values to other college 
students much like those at Juniata.

Juniata College 
Announces 
Central 
Pennsylvania 
Science Education 
Enhancement 
Project 


More than 50 secondary and middle 
school chemistry and physical science 
teachers from four central Pennsylvania 
counties gathered recently at Juniata 
College to hear plans for a project 
which will greatly enhance their 
teaching efforts. 

Joining with the teachers were 
superintendents and administrators 
from the 16 school districts represented 
and members of the faculty and 
administration from Juniata. The group 





heard Dr. Donald Mitchell, professor of 
chemistry at Juniata, and project 
director, and several of the high school 
teachers involved, outline the ‘Central 
Pennsylvania Chemistry Teachers 
Science Education Improvement 
Project.” 

Funded by a major grant from the 
National Science Foundation which is 
expected to total over $500,000 over a 
five-year period, the goal of the project 
is to improve the quality of science 
education in the 16 school districts in 
Blair, Centre, Huntingdon and Mifflin 
counties by upgrading the skills of and 
the resources available to science 
teachers from those districts. 

The project calls for research 
experience, summer seminars and 
workshops, and efforts to provide 
students and teachers with increased 
access to modern scientific 
instrumentation. The project will seek 
to provide training for at least 80 
science teachers from those districts 
over the five-year period, upgrading 
their knowledge of chemistry and the 
way it may be taught using modern 
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instrumentation. In addition, there will 
be an effort to enhance the self-image of 
these chemists who have chosen to 
serve as teachers by involving them in 
on-going research projects at the 
College. 

Other goals of the project will be 
sharing of resources in order to make 
modern science instrumentation 
accessible to students where school 
districts are too small to be able to 
afford fully equipped laboratories. In 
addition, an effort will be made to 
improve student performance in the 
classroom and initiate greater student 
interest in science careers. 

According to the plan outlined by Dr. 
Mitchell, each year eight to twelve high 
school or middle school science teachers 
will be selected to spend eight weeks at 
Juniata College during the summer 
months as research associates in on- 
going research projects. During that 
time the teachers will receive instruction 
in analytic chemistry and training in the 
use of modern science instrumentation. 

An additional twelve to fifteen 
teachers will be selected to participate in 
a two-week summer workshop at 
Juniata in the use of modern science 
instrumentation and science kits in 
teaching chemistry at the high school 
level. 

A third component of the project 
strategy is to conduct short follow-up 
seminars at Juniata twice during the 
school year. In addition, the College 
and the Central Pennsylvania Chemistry 
Teachers Association are working to 
secure the resources needed to acquire 
and equip a specially outfitted van with 
sophisticated but portable laboratory 
instrumentation, and hire a science 
instructor who will bring the van to 
schools within the four-county area. 

The final goal of the project will be to 
involve the science students from 
schools in the participating districts in 
special science projects, culminating 
with annual science fairs at Juniata.

Simpsons Lead 
1987-88 Annual 
Support Fund

Volunteers are vital to the growth and 
success of any college or philanthropic 
effort. Juniata College is extremely 
fortunate to have many dedicated and 
loyal alumni, parents, and friends who 
serve in leadership roles, sign 
numerous letters, participate in 
phonothons, and devote a significant 
amount of time and energy to Juniata’s 
mission. 

Volunteering for challenges and 
making successes of them seems almost 
second nature for Betty and Cary 
Simpson, 1949 graduates of Juniata. 
Together they have achieved distinction 
as leaders in their community, their 
church, and as owners and operators of 
the Allegheny Mountain Network, a 
group of nine Pennsylvania radio 
stations. Now they have accepted yet 
another challenge, this one on behalf of 
their alma mater. 

The Simpsons have undertaken the 
task of co-chairing Juniata’s 1987-88 
Annual Support Fund (ASF) Campaign, 
a challenge to raise a record $500,000 
which will enhance the educational 
excellence of the College. Last year 
nearly $315,000 was contributed to the 
Annual Support Fund campaign chaired 
by George Fattman of the Class of 1958, 
the most money ever raised for that 
purpose in the history of the institution. 

Betty Simpson, a past member of the 
Juniata Alumni Council and an active 
participant in the Kennedy 
Sports + Recreation Center phase of the 
Century II Campaign, also served as 
Juniata Valley gifts chair for the 
campaign’s PHASE TWO. For ten years 
she served as an English and social 
studies teacher in Tyrone, and currently 
serves on the Board of Trustees of 
Tyrone Hospital. An elder of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Tyrone, Mrs. 
Simpson has been active in the Tyrone 
Women’s Club, the Johnstown Regional 
Blood Bank and the American Red 
Cross. She has served Juniata as a 
member of the Board of Trustees from 
1984 to 1987, and was a member of the 







Presidential Search Committee involved 
with the selection of Robert W. Neff as 
Juniata’s ninth president. 

Cary Simpson is a director, executive 
committee member, and an officer of 
the Radio Advertising Bureau, and is 
past-president of the Pennsylvania 
Association of Broadcasters. In 1986, he 
was named that organization’s first 
“Broadcaster of the Year.” An ordained 
elder in the First Presbyterian Church of 
Tyrone, Mr. Simpson has been an active 
member of the Tyrone Revitalization 
Committee and the Pennsylvania State 
Cancer Society.

National Science 
Foundation Grant 
Awarded to 
Juniata College to 
Improve 
Computer Science 
Curriculum 


Juniata College has been awarded a 
National Science Foundation grant of 
nearly $38,000 for the support of the 
College’s computer science program. 
The grant to Juniata was one of only 
two grants to Pennsylvania colleges for 
the improvement of computer science 
programs. 

The award, granted in accordance 
with the National Science Foundation 
College Science Instrumentation 
Program, is a cost-sharing grant, with 
Juniata College dedicated to raising at 
least half of the project cost. 

The funded project will improve six 
upper level courses of Juniata’s 
computer science program, and include 
the purchase of six networked work 
stations that are Unix based and feature 
high resolution graphics displays. 

According to Dr. Dale L. Wampler, 
director of the academic computer

In an effort to emphasize the 
importance of anual giving at Juniata 
College, the Board of Trustees has 
endorsed a leadership goal for the 
1987-88 Annual Support Fund.

center and professor of computer 
science, the program upgrade will allow 
students to address more significant 
software projects in operating systems, 
programming languages and compiler 
construction. Students in computer 
graphics will be able to perform more 
sophisticated graphics modeling and 
access standard graphics libraries in 
their software projects. Students in the 
computer science senior research 
courses will be able to have exclusive 
control at a workstation for unrestricted 
blocks of time. 

In commenting on the value of the 
National Science Foundation grant to 
Juniata, Dr, Wampler said, “Experience 
with Unix is becoming crucial because 
of its dominance as an operating system 
used in graduate programs. 
Furthermore, experience with Unix, C, 
high performance graphics workstations 
and networked systems is very 
advantageous to graduates entering 
professional computer science careers 
today. Soon such training may be 
absolutely essential in order to be 
competitive. This project, then, is 
designed to ensure that Juniata 
College’s computer science students 
continue to be properly prepared for the 
world they enter after graduation.” 

Dr. Wampler estimates that 125 or 
more Juniata students will directly 
benefit by the National Science 
Foundation funded project over the 
next five years. 


As to the significance of this 
leadership goal, Dr. Charles C. Ellis, 
chairman of the Board explained, ‘This 
goal is important because the Annual 
Support Fund is important. Each gift to 
the Annual Fund represents a 
significant investment in the lives of 
Juniata’s students by providing the 
necessary resources to enhance the 
quality of Juniata’s programs.” 

The Board’s leadership goal is a 
special way for all alumni, parents, and 
friends to join together in support of 
Juniata College. As Dr. Ellis concluded, 
“Not only does it provide incentive for 
all Juniatians to start or increase annual 
giving, it represents a challenging goal 
from within, from those leaders who 
give generously of their time and 
personal resources to enhance the 
excellence of a Juniata education.” 














“Esther M. Doyle 
Honored 


Esther M. Doyle, professor of English 
emerita, received a tribute from a 
former student November 24th that 
would gladden any teacher's heart. 
William S. Fegan 48 chose that evening 
to announce the establishment of the 
Esther M. Doyle Performing Arts Series, 
which he dedicated to Dr. Doyle in 
acknowledgement of her excellence as a 
friend and teacher. 

The announcement coincided with 
the premiere performance by the 
Barksdale Theatre Company of Virginia 
of Dylan Thomas’ ‘A Child’s Christmas 
in Wales.” This performance, the first in 
the Doyle Performing Arts Series, was 
especially significant for those who 
remember Dr. Doyle’s dramatic 
readings of that story in the past. “A 
Child’s Christmas in Wales” was 


presented by Bill Fegan Attractions and 
the Pennsylvania Council on the Arts as 
the second feature of Juniata’s 1987-88 
Artist Series. 

“ ‘The Doyle’ was a real presence on 
Juniata’s campus when I was a 
student,” said Bill Fegan, owner of Bill 
Fegan Attractions of Dallas, Texas, at a 
dinner preceding the performance. ‘‘She 
took a lot of students like myself from 
the small towns of Pennsylvania, and 
opened our eyes to a new world — to 
Broadway, to drama, to the way in 
which the arts adorn one’s life. She 
showed me how I could make a career 
for myself that would be pleasure, not 
work. 

President Robert W. Neff 
acknowledged the important role Dr. 
Doyle played throughout her years at 
Juniata, and said “it is most appropriate 
that Esther be honored by the 
establishment of the Performing Arts 
Series. We at Juniata join Bill Fegan in 


thanking her for her dedication and 
service to the arts and to generations of 
Juniata students.” 

Dr. Doyle, who joined the Juniata 
faculty in 1945, earned her B.L.I. from 
Emerson College, her M.A. from Boston 
University and her Ph.D. from 
Northwestern University. She also 
studied at such varied institutions as 
the University of Denver, Boston 
University, Union Theological 
Seminary, the University of Maine and 
Harvard. At the time of her retirement 
in 1975, she was serving in the 
distinguished position as the Charles A. 
Dana Supported Professor of English. 

Dr. Doyle currently makes her home 
in Huntingdon, where her presence is 
still very much in evidence at cultural 
events on campus and in the 
community. On December 7th, she 
performed as narrator in the Juniata 
Choral Union’s Christmas performance 
of Ron Nelson’s “The Christmas Story.”

We all can recall those occasions in 
our lives when it has paid to be in the 
right place at the right time. Such was 
the case recently for Sam Brumbaugh 
"D3, and the beneficiary of Sam’s being 
in the right place has been Juniata 
College. 

Following identification of the need 
for improved body building equipment 
for broader and safer use by the Juniata 
community, Sam made College 
representatives aware of a Nautilus club 
that was going out of business near his 
home in Pen Argyl. With Sam’s help, 
Juniata came into agreement with the 
owner to purchase the club’s equipment 
at one-third the original cost. 

Eight months after Sam’s wife, who 
was a member of the club, made him 
aware of its closing, the equipment was 
loaded on a 45 foot truck provided 
through the generosity of Chick Dillen 
‘50 of Ward Trucking. The equipment, 
which includes weights, mini tramps, 
tumbling mats, exercycles, mirrors, and 
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lockers, arrived on campus and has 
been used extensively ever since. 

The equipment purchase, which was 
part of the Athletic Facilities 
Improvement Project, shows how the 
College can benefit from the ongoing 
commitment of its alumni. The 
commitment extended beyond the 
alumni involved in this particular 
project, however. It extended to a 
student whose life was cut short of 
attendance at Juniata. 

When Todd Thorne visited the 
campus in 1987, he fell in love with just 
about everything associated with Juniata 
College. As a prospective gridiron 
athlete, he felt that one of the few flaws 
that could be found was in the weight 
training equipment. 

Todd was killed in an auto accident 
just seven months before he was to 
begin his anxiously awaited career at 
Juniata. In his memory, and because he 
felt so strongly about the College, his 
family (Pat, Holly, Tara, and Travis) 
made a contribution toward the 
purchase of the Nautilus equipment. 

For generations to come, Juniata 
community members will benefit from 
the generosity and thoughtfulness of 
Sam Brumbaugh, Chick Dillen, and Pat 
and Holly Thorne.

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Life is a Never 
Ending Challenge 


For Nancy R. Dougherty ’67, associate 
pastor of the Central/Park United 
Methodist Church in Reading, life is 
anything but one dimensional. 

Recently, Rev. Dougherty was 
appointed the executive director of the 
Reading Emergency Shelter, a project of 
the urban ministry, an organization she 
has served as vice president. But for 
this Huntingdon County native and 
Juniata College graduate those seem 
only natural steps along a path of 
service and concern. 

At one time the Rev. Dougherty 
would have been called “Trooper 
Dougherty,” because for five years she 
served as a state trooper based in the 
Reading barracks. She went through the 
rigorous training of the state police 
standards course, and graduated from 
the Pennsylvania State Policy Academy. 

She then answered the call to 
minister, and in 1978 accepted a 
pastorate at Christ United Methodist 
Church in Reading. When that church 
merged with the Central United 
Methodist Church she became co-pastor 
of the new church. 

In addition to her education at 
Juniata, Rev. Dougherty has also earned 
a degree from the Lancaster Theological 
Seminary and completed graduate work 
in social psychology at The 
Pennsylvania State University. She is 
married to Dr. Phillip Dougherty, 
associate professor of chemistry at 
Albright College, and is the mother of 
four children. 

What's next for this versatile woman? 
She seems to have found her place. But 
if there was another challenge, or a 
place where she was needed, Nancy 








Dougherty just might change hats once 
again. 














Determination: 
The Key to 
Success 


It was October 1925 when Mrs. 
Elizabeth Crosby ‘11 opened the letter 
from a George Washington University 
dean. It read, “Dear Mrs. Crosby: You 
have completed all the requirements for 
the degree of A.M. with the exception 
of the thesis. If you complete the thesis 
satisfactorily, you may receive your 
degree at the February convocation. 
Best wishes for the successful 
completion of your work.” 

Sometimes, however, even the best 
laid plans fail, or are at least subject to 
change, and circumstances dictated that 
Elizabeth Crosby abandon her studies 
for the time being. That “time being” 
stretched into 62 years, but this autumn 
the indomitable Mrs. Crosby, at age 95, 
returned to complete her graduate work 
at the Graduate School of the University 
of Maine at Orno. 

A graduate of Juniata College, Mrs. 
Crosby was a widow with two small 
children to raise at the time that letter 
arrived more than six decades ago. Her 
decision was a simple matter of 
finances, and Mrs. Crosby fully 
intended to return to George 
Washington University as soon as it 
became practical. The demands of 
motherhood and work, however, would 
make a return to school more difficult 
than she had imagined. 

Over a period of years, Mrs. Crosby 
worked as a caseworker for the Board of 
Public Welfare in Washington, D.C., 
spent time living in Japan after World 
War II, worked for passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment, and later lobbied 
Congress as it decided the fate of 
American control of the Panama Canal. 

Never content to be a spectator, Mrs. 
Crosby has always been involved in the 
world around her. Her avid reading 
habits kept her abreast of current 
affairs, and her deep commitment to the 
“rightness” of specific causes required 
that she take an active part in the 
debate surrounding them. 

To win support for the Equal Rights 
Amendment, Mrs. Crosby worked 
closely for ten years with her good 
friend Alice Paul, one of the nation’s 
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leading women’s rights activitists. Both 
women lived in the Belmont House, the 
center of the ERA effort in Washington, 
D.C. in the 1960’s and 1970's. Ms. Paul, 
a chief power behind the 1919 passage 
of the voting rights bill, drafted the 
original equal rights amendment that 
was introduced in Congress in 1923. 

Mrs. Crosby's forced change of plans 
did nothing to diminish her keen 
interest in the area that had been her 
course of study at George Washington. 
American diplomacy, whether in a 
university setting or as part of the 
normal function of her everyday life, 
stimulated her attention, and during her 
years in Japan she served as an effective 
unofficial diplomat. 

Mrs. Crosby’s daughter, Anjanette, 
married an Air Force officer who was 
based in Japan after the War. During 
Mrs. Crosby’s extensive visits in the late 
1940's, she eventually met and became 
close friends with many high-ranking 
Japanese women who, like her, had lost 
sons or husbands in the conflict. Those 
friendships led to a unique honor for 
Mrs. Crosby and her son when he 
became the only American soldier to be 
“venerated” in an important Shinto 
shrine. In addition to this honor, her 
son received a Silver Star 
posthumously. 

Behind the gentility of this 
remarkable lady who was raised in 
Washington, D.C. when it was “just a 
little Southern town,” is a no nonsense 
intellect. She’s enthusiastic about the 
research ahead of her this year, 
focusing her studies on the events 
leading up to the 1978 Panama Canal 
Treaty, which she feels was a tragic 
mistake on the part of the United 
States. 

“T hope to dedicate this degree to the 
memory of my son, a Marine officer 
who died for his country in the Pacific,” 
Mrs. Crosby said. “All I want to do is 
be able to make a contribution. At my 
age, it’s not as if someone is going to 
offer me a job once I get a degree. | 
have a strong background in American 
diplomacy, and I think I have some 
important things to say.” 




















Cordier One of 
Three Americans 
Awarded 
Fellowship 


Dr. Sherwood S. Cordier, a 1950 
Juniata graduate, and presently a 
professor of history at Western 
Michigan University, has been named 
one of only three Americans selected to 
receive the 1987-88 North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) Fellowship 
for advanced research. 

Awarded annually by NATO to 20 
scholars from 16 countries in the 
alliance, the fellowships provide 
scholars with 180,000 Belgian francs 
(approximately $5,000 in U.S. dollars) to 
travel to a NATO country and conduct 





research for one academic year. The 
fellowship program is designed to 
promote study and research leading to 
the publication of books on issues 
relating to the North Atlantic Alliance. 

“T’m elated,” said Dr, Cordier, who is 
the first Western Michigan University 
faculty member to receive the honor. 
“This fellowship is widely viewed as a 
very prestigious award that opens many 
doors for scholars. This is one of the 
top honors in my life, along with 
receiving WMU’s Alumni Teaching 
excellence Award in 1977.” 

Candidates for the fellowship are 
selected on the basis of their academic 
qualifications, professional experience, 
ptior research and knowledge of the 
language and culture of the country in 
which they will be doing research. 

Dr. Cordier will research the topic 
“The Defense of Northern Norway and 
the U.S. Military Policy: Measures to 





Strengthen NATO’s Northern Front.” 
Under the fellowship, he began his 
study at the U.S. Department of 
Defense in Washington, D.C. in 
November, and will travel to Norway 
and Belgium for three additional 
months of research. He has been 
granted a leave of absence from WMU 
for the winter semester. From his 
research, Dr. Cordier plans to publish a 
book which outlines his suggestions for 
improving U.S. assistance to Norway 
without straining NATO military 
budgets. 

A faculty member at Western 
Michigan since 1956, Dr. Cordier earned 
his bachelor’s degree from Juniata 
College, a master’s degree from Yale 
University and a doctoral degree from 
the University of Minnesota.

Mazie Riley ’23 came to Juniata 
College in 1919 from her home in 
Maryland. Although her subsequent 
career took her out of range of the daily 
life of the College, memories of Juniata 
days and concern for her alma mater 
were never far from Mazie Riley’s 
thoughts. 

On campus, Mazie was a very 
involved student. Her degree qualified 
her as a teacher of English, French, 
Latin, drama, and public speaking; but 
her Juniata education extended well 
beyond her formal bachelor of arts 
degree. In 1921, she received second 
prize in the prestigious Bailey Oratorical 
Contest. She participated in the College 
glee club, English club, and debate club, 
and served as treasurer of the Lyceum 
and features editor of the 1922 Alfarata. 
More revealing, however, is the caption 
beside her senior picture in the 1923 
Alfarata: ‘““Mazie, the little Baltimore 
dame, has an infectious laugh as 
distinctive as the hen’s song itself. If 
you want something done just tell 
Mazie. In Y.W., in dramatics and all 
intellectual activities, she’s a leader. As 
a teacher, she bids fair to succeed.” 

Fifty years after graduation from 
Juniata, Mazie reached another great 
milestone in her life. She retired from 
Middletown Township (New Jersey) 
High School, after 49% years of 
teaching and administering in the high 
school library. Reporting on this record- 
breaking career and the dinner-dance 
thrown by Mazie’s colleagues to 
celebrate the event, a reporter wrote, 
“Miss Mazie Riley will have been 
teaching just six months short of fifty 
years this June . . . and the attractive, 
energetic, vibrant librarian at 
Middletown Township High Schooi 
looks far from ready for retirement. . . 
one of the liveliest guests is sure to be 
Miss Riley.” 

During her first years at work, Mazie 
taught Latin, French, English and 
drama in Delaware City, Delaware, and 
in Leechburg, Pennsylvania. She moved 
to the Middletown Township High 
School in Leonardo, New Jersey, in 
1925, where she taught English and 
worked part-time as librarian. When she 

















first arrived at Middletown, the library 
consisted of a grand total of 150 books 
“borrowed from the state library,” as 
she told the Middletown reporter. ‘“A 
lady came from Trenton and took them 
all back and gave us new ones each 
year.” At the time of her retirement, the 
library had grown to 32,400 volumes. 

Along the course of her career path, 
Mazie added some extra education to 
her credentials. She conducted graduate 
work at Johns Hopkins University in 
1926 and at the Newark State Teachers 
College in 1936, and received her 
Library Science Certificate from Drexel 
University in Philadelphia in 1937. At 
this point, she stopped teaching and 
became the full-time librarian at 
Middletown, a position she retained 
until her retirement in 1973. This latest 
career development did not come 
without some doubt, however. Mazie 
wrote to the Juniata Alumni Office in 
1937 to inform them of the change, 
saying ‘I have my New Jersey 
Librarian’s Certificate and am now a 
full-time librarian in the H.S. — am not 
sure yet that I’ll enjoy it as much as 
teaching.” But the three generations of 
Middletown students who went 
through her library from 1937 to 1973 
can attest to her love and dedication. 

Life was not all work for Mazie. 
Touring the states in her Pontiac, Mazie 
reported that she had visited every state 
in the Union except Alaska and Hawaii, 
and expected to get to Hawaii when she 
was able to ‘get up the courage to fly.” 
She was also a voracious reader who 
seemed to be constantly on the look out 
for another interesting piece of literature 
to delve into. 

In addition to traveling and reading, 
Mazie remained vitally interested in 
Juniata. Her record of annual giving to 
the College was almost unbroken, and 
she participated in every important 
capital campaign for Juniata. She wrote, 
“T will always be a loyal ‘Juniatian’ and 
sing her merits yearly to the 850 pupils 
who pass through our portals here.” 
She followed up this sentiment with 
service as a “Student Admissions 
Sponsor’ under former Juniata 
President Charles C. Ellis. In 1973, she 
returned to campus for the alumni 
weekend that celebrated her fiftieth 
reunion. 

On June 29, 1987, Mazie Riley died, 
but she left behind a history of support 
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and service to Juniata. She also left a 
voluminous scrapbook, with pictures, 
newspaper clippings, programs, and 
other memorabilia spanning 64 years of 
Juniata’s history. The book is now in 
Juniata’s museum, where it will prove 
an invaluable tool for future generations 
of researchers. But Mazie also provided 
for Juniata’s future. In her Will she left 
an unrestricted bequest of $10,000 to 
Juniata, helping to ensure a continued 
tradition of community and excellence 
at the College she loved. 

At the time of her retirement, Mazie 
said, ‘“My life has been spent in the 
school room since I was eight years old. 
I shall never lose interest in the 
teaching profession and surely there is 
none more worthy of our talents. If, 
through the years, I have been able to 
encourage and inspire in the young 
people of Middletown Township a love 
for good books and reading, | shall not 
have worked in vain.” Juniata College 
salutes this dedicated teacher and 
benefactor as a true example of one 
who carried Juniata’s spirit and mission 
into the world, and served it well. 


From the desk of the 
College Registrar: 


As of September 1, 1987, there has 
been a noteworthy change in College 
policy concerning transcripts. Beginning 
with the class of 1991, fees for academic 
transcripts, co-curricular transcripts and 
placement credentials will be covered by 
the students’ matriculation fee. Up to 25 
copies of each are free. A fee of $5 will 
be charged for subsequent documents. 
Current students will continue to pay 
document fees at the original rate of $2, 
$3 and $2 respectively until one year 
after their graduation and/or separation 
from the College. Alumni of 1986 and 
prior will no longer be charged a fee 
for document requests up to 25 copies. 















Museum 
Recaptures 
Juniata History 


On the front of the 1965 Spring issue 
of the Juniata College Bulletin is a 
picture of Dr. Harold B. Brumbaugh 
holding a clock from the office of one of 
Juniata’s founders, Dr. A. B. 
Brumbaugh. 

The article that accompanies the 
photograph tells of the opening of the 
Juniata College Museum on the second 
floor of Carnegie Hall, and the story 
points out that H. B. Brumbaugh, vice 
president for development, is serving as 
curator for the museum. 

More than 20 years have come and 
gone since that issue of the Bulletin, 
and Dr. Brumbaugh, former vice 
president of college relations, continues 
to care for the museum. His time is 
shared with development, alumni, 
travel, and the college collection of art. 

The Juniata College Museum housed 
on the third floor of the Carnegie Hall, 
above the Shoemaker Gallery, contains 
close to one thousand items collected 
from the time Juniata College began as 
the Huntingdon Normal School. 

It was the late Miss Lillian Evans '10 
who throughout her years as the 
College librarian (from 1918-1952) found 
space in the old Carnegie Library 
building for memorabilia which she 
collected. The old Pennsylvania Room 
was the favorite place for curio cases 
and cabinets, files and exhibit shelves. 

With her retirement, it was Harold B. 
Brumbaugh who watched over the 
historical collections and was named 
curator in 1965. 

Many of the earliest items came from 
the abandoned Oneida hall attic. Dr. 
Norman J. Brumbaugh was the residual 
member of the founding Brumbaugh 
families, and his estate provided a trove 
of historical items. Through the years it 
was natural for many other families 
related to the College to direct pictures, 
documents, literature, furniture, 
chinaware, jewelry, souvenirs and all 
sorts of memorabilia to the College. 

When the College library moved to its 
present location, space around the 
dome in Carnegie Hall provided a 
suitable exhibit area, and the staff room 
provided storage space. All three- 
dimensional items are marked and

catalogued by number, title or subject, 
and by donor. 

During the 75th anniversary of the 
College in 1951, an extensive exhibit of 
museum pieces was featured in the Old 
Chapel in Founders Hall; and in the 
1976 centennial celebration, Shoemaker 
Galleries displayed an impressive 
number of collectables. 

A visit to the museum is normally an 
attractive feature for homecomings, 
celebrations, commencements, alumni 
reunion weekends, and summer 
freshmen orientation days. Elderhostel 
participants also enjoy the museum. 

Although the acquisition policy of the 
museum is to receive only items related 
to Juniata College, the most significant 
and historically important possession in 
the collection is a chip from the second 
“Standing Stone” from early Indian 
days. Early settlers met with Indians of 
the area at the confluence of Stone 
Creek and the Juniata River at the 
“standing stone” where bartering took 
place. It is not known what happened 
to the first standing stone. 
Huntingdon’s first name was Standing 
Stone. The safe — a chest — from the 








first bank in Huntingdon is also a 
prized possession in the museum. 

Another item of considerable interest 
is an anvil upon which type for the 
Christopher Sauer printing press in 
Germantown was pounded and formed. 
That item, along with many others 
came to Juniata College through the 
influence of Dr. Martin Grove 
Brumbaugh, a former governor of 
Pennsylvania and former president of 
Juniata College. 

Items from the museum are also 
displayed in Founders Hall, Ellis 
College Center, Beeghly Library and the 
Alumni House. There are occasional 
requests for exhibits elsewhere, 
especially alumni, church and 
community celebrations. New items are 
always sought and welcomed from 
alumni and friends. Perhaps you have 
an arm band, a pennant, a scrapbook, a 
football, a picture, a letter or a keepsake 
that could be kept in perpetuity in the 
Juniata College Museum. 

The history of Juniata College is rich 
and varied, and we are indebted to the 
many who have shared personal 
treasures so that others might enjoy 
them for years to come. We encourage 
you to be a part of the institutional 
records at the Juniata College Museum.

and assistants include assisting with 
student check-in, maintaining residence 
hall inventories, counseling in areas like 
freshmen adjustments, roommate 
conflicts and stress problems, and 
providing leadership and support. In 
addition, residence hall staff members 
serve as liaisons between the student 
body and the study services 
organization. 

During the week-long training session 
the residence hall staff was introduced 
to theories of student development, a 
discussion of expectations, attending 
skills, administration techniques, and 
developing an even greater appreciation 
for the differences between people. 

According to Mrs. Cherry, the 
selection of residence hall directors and 
assistants is a six-week long process 
that was initiated before the end of the 
last school year. Included in the 
selection process are a series of 
interviews and recommendations from 
faculty and staff. This year there are 
eight returning residence hall assistants, 
22 new staff members, two of whom are 
returning to campus after a year of 
study abroad. 


In commenting on the present 
residence hall staff, Mrs. Cherry 
expressed pleasure at the quality of 
young people involved. ‘Working as a 
residence hall director or assistant is 
difficult,” Mrs. Cherry said, ‘but these 
young people find significant value in 
what they do. We have heard many 
times how this experience has helped 
our students learn to work with people, 
and how they feel they acquire a degree 
of confidence and assertiveness they 
haven't had before.”

NCAA Final Four Fantastic

Champion — a winner of first place 
or first prize in a competition. 

Whether it be a scholastic league 
championship or a collegiate national 
championship, the prospect of being the 
number one team creates special 
feelings and fervor for players, coaches 
and fans alike. The NCAA Division III 
Women’s Volleyball Final Four was no 
exception. 

Oh, sure, the tournament didn’t 
command the attention of the media as 
have football play-offs and bowls, but 
such neglect did not affect the level of 
play nor diminish the enthusiasm of the 
participants. In fact, one would be hard- 
pressed to find better volleyball action 
than that witnessed in the Final Four 
matches. 

The finalists — Juniata, California-San 
Diego, Illinois Benedictine and host 
Elmhurst — all turned the level of their 
play up another notch, from excellent to 
superb, for this last round of the 
season. With sights firmly on the 
championship, each team went into its 
highest gear. 

Since not just reaching the Final Four, 
but being national champion was the 
ultimate goal — culmination of months 
of long hours, hard work and personal 
sacrifices — each team was determined 
to do its best. 

None of this year’s teams were 
strangers to the event: all had made it 
to the Final Four at least once in the six 
previous years of the NCAA tourney. 
Defending champion San Diego, which 
had made the semi-finals every year but 
1985, was appearing for the sixth time; 
Juniata was making its fifth bid for the 
title; Elmhurst was seeking to upset San 
Diego for the third time; and 
Benedictine was the least experienced: a 
semi-finalist for only a second time, the 
first since 1981. 

While only three teams — San Diego, 
Elmhurst and La Verne — had won the 
NCAA Division III crown, no team had 
won back-to-back championships. If this 
tourney had followed past tradition, a 
team other than San Diego would be 
the 1987 champion. Juniata, which went 
into the fray as the No. 2 team, seemed 
teady to make its move into the top 
spot.

However, the Indians didn’t finish as 
number one, San Diego did — and 
made history as the first team to win 
consecutive titles. The Tribe wound up 
a disappointing fourth — again, for the 
third time in as many years. 

“What happened to Juniata?” was the 
question of the week. 

As one who saw the matches in 
person, let me state that Juniata played 
well, very well. Elmhurst played better 
and Illinois Benedictine capitalized on a 
team that sputtered momentarily then 
couldn’t reclaim the momentum. 

Coach Larry Bock was quick to 
assume responsibility: “I don’t think I 
coached well either night. I didn’t give 
real positive advice to the team when it 
needed it.”” 

The genial coach, who has earned 
accolades from his peers for being “a 
real scholar of the game” and “the 
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classiest coach in the sport,” also said 
“a tougher schedule would have been a 
help. We — coaches and players — 
didn’t have ourselves in enough tough 
situations during the season to handle it 
well here.” 

Despite a grueling 56-match slate that 
included victories over fine Division J, II 
and NAIA squads as well as 10 of the 
top 20 Division III teams, JC lost just 
three matches and was forced to the 
maximum number of games in only five 
others. Looking at the schedule from 
that perspective, perhaps Coach Bock 
had a point. : 

Ohio Northern coach and NCAA 
Division III national volleyball 
committee member Sheila Wallace said 
earlier this Fall: “Division III has to be 
the hardest division to coach in. It’s 
tough to find quality opponents unless 
you're on the West Coast. For nearly all 
other Division III teams — one night 
you play a Juniata — a Top 10 team — 














the next few matches you face teams 
that wouldn’t be competition for a good 
high school team. So you're on a roller 
coaster throughout the season and 
that’s hard on a good team’s 
consistency. To play really good teams 
on a regular basis, you have to be able 
and willing to travel long distances and 
most Division III colleges don’t have the 
money for their teams to do that.” 

The Middle Atlantic Conference is a 
prime example of what Wallace was 
addressing. Juniata had competition 
only from Elizabethtown and Messiah, 
with Gettysburg and Dickinson a strata 
below. All other teams are average or 
below — musts on schedules, but no 
challenges. 


Another factor that went into the JC- 
Elmhurst match was Bluejay Coach Jaye 
Flood’s admission that, after losing to 
Juniata in the Michigan-Midwest 
Invitational on Oct. 31, she had plotted 
revenge. She said she had studied the 
videotape of that match and developed 
a new strategy: “It was our intention 
this time to take Juniata out of its 
offense. I played a different middle 
blocker and changed our blocking 
assignments. Also, we wanted to serve 
to Juniata’s hitters, wherever they were 
positioned, By forcing them to take the 
first pass, we could take away their 
ability to hurt us. Hitters generally 
aren't the best passers, so we hoped to 
get a bad pass from them or, by making 
them pass, keep them from getting into 
position for the kill. It worked.” 

Indeed, the Indians passed poorly in 
spurts, generally when the serve was 
handled by the hitters several times in a 
row. 

So, Elmhurst took away Juniata’s 
strengths and therefore its game. Under 
the circumstances, the Indians played 
good volleyball, but not their game. 

Against Illinois Benedictine in the 
consolation match, JC dominated the 
first two games. Then a season-long 
problem reoccurred: let-down after easy 
games. Mental mistakes led to physical 
errors and soon the Eagles were not 
only in the game, but also in control. 

Wrestling momentum from a 
championship-caliber team, once it has 
gotten new life and hears opportunity 
knocking, however faintly, is difficult at 
best. As Benedictine grew stronger, the 
Indians panicked instead of sticking to 
their solid game. Panic produced out-of- 
bounds hits, passing errors and 
individual, rather than team, play. 








Suddenly, it seemed, Juniata was out of 
the match. 

During a chance meeting after 
nationals with Tonya McClucas, the 
Chestnut Ridge grad who has 
developed into one of Juniata’s best 
“secret’’ weapons, she reflected: “None 
of us know why, but we were just a 
little bit off at nationals. We were ready 
to play; we thought we generally played 
well, it wasn’t quite our best. Anywhere 
but nationals, (our play) would have 
been good enough to win, but there it 
wasn’t. Had we played like we did 
against Colorado, we would have won. 
It was really tough to lose; we were 
very disappointed . . . but maybe next 
year.” 

While all four matches at Elmhurst 
were standouts, the championship tilt 
between San Diego and Elmhurst was 
spectacular. When poise and talent 
were handed out, San Diego's players 
received a hefty amount of both. 

After battling for a 16-14 triumph in 
the first game, San Diego fell behind 
2-11 and 4-12 in the second. The Tritons 
embarked on an amazing comeback in a 
dazzling display of the finest volleyball. 
They methodically fought back to tie at 
13, then won 16-14. Elmhurst continued 
to play outstanding ball and never gave 
up in the third game, but one could

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literally feel San Diego’s impending 
victory. 

All in all, fans in attendance Friday 
and Saturday evening witnessed 
perhaps the finest volleyball matches 
they had ever seen. NCAA officials 
marveled at the caliber of play; fans 
were left breathless at times, oohing 
and aahing many others; and 
spontaneous applause frequently 
punctuated the super play on the court. 

Much as I would have liked Juniata to 
be the number one team, San Diego 
was, in my opinion, the best team this 
year. 

As for Juniata, a 53-5 record, seventh 
consecutive year in the national 
tournament, fifth trip to the Final Four 
and fourth-best in the nation is nothing 
short of phenomenal — and the Indians 
did it all with good sportsmanship and 
class. 

The Tribe is personification of the 
definition of a champion that appears 
first in the dictionary: a valiant fighter. 
Juniata College’s volleyball team was — 
is — a valiant fighter. Let us rejoice in 
its accomplishments!

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Indian Gridders 
Have Excellent 
Year

If Juniata began the 1987 football 
season with a lot of question marks in 
their line-up, there were nothing but 
exclamation points when the Indians 
finished their season with a 7-3 record. 

Having lost eleven starters to 
graduation last spring, head coach Rob 
Ash and defensive coordinator Brad 
Small were forced to compile a game 
plan that fit the personality and skill of 
their players. With two All-America 
hopefuls, a GTE/CoSida Academic All- 
America candidate, numerous broken 
and several tied records, the Indians 
clearly had a successful season. 

The start of the 1987 campaign began 
ferociously for the Indians with a 
decisive 23-0 victory over Division III 
powerhouse Randolph-Macon. With 
successive victories over Delaware 
Valley and Lebanon Valley, Ash 
believes the 3-0 start exceeded all their 
expectations. ‘The losses to Widener 
and Moravian brought us back to 
reality. There is no doubt that was the 
low point of our season, but I’m really 
impressed with how the kids came back 
after two straight defeats,” said Ash. 

The memory of last season’s 63-27 
thrashing by the Lycoming Warriors 
was incentive enough as the Indians 
added a 10-7 victory to the win column. 
Freshman punter Dennis DeRenzo kept 
the Warriors deep in their own territory 
with a record 12 punts for 507 yards. 

After a win against Albright College, 
the Tribe found themselves one 
conference game away from having a 
shot at the title. For the third year in a 
row however, the Indians came up 
short of their goal, losing to 
Susquehanna University 14-13. “It’s a 
shame that this group of kids that 
worked so hard all season had to fall 
short of winning the league.” 

The Tribe wasn’t about to falter, as 
they came back the next week to crush 
(then) tenth-ranked Wilkes College 
57-22, and had a record-breaking 
afternoon the following week, to 
soundly beat Upsala 37-6. 

“Our goal every year is to be the 
conference champs,” said Ash, “and 
our beating Wilkes, shows that we have

the talent. I refuse to be discouraged 
about the season.” 

The Indians gained over 3,200 
offensive yards behind junior 
quarterback Cubby Davis. Taking over 
for 1986 standout Mike Culver, Ash 
believes Davis matured very well as 
their starting caller. ‘‘He had great 
performances throughout the season, 
but he especially came on strong in our 
last five games,” said Ash. 

Davis set individual season records 
for passing with 326 attempts, 169 
completions and 2161 total yards. He 
finished the season tying a team offense 
record with five touchdown passes 
against Upsala. 

On the receiving end of Davis's _ 
passes were an outstanding group of 
receivers. Senior Frank Phelps and 
juniors Don Betar, Mike Cottle and Jim 
Metz combined for over 130 receptions 
and twenty-two touchdowns. Cottle set 
an individual season record with 57 
receptions while gaining 666 yards and 
seven touchdowns. Metz, a GTE/Cosida 
Academic All-America candidate 
grabbed 21 passes for 334 yards from 
his tight end position. Davis used his 
strength, and Phelps’ speed to create a 
deep offensive threat against the 
opposing defense. Phelps finished his 
last season with 16 receptions, 366 
yards and five touchdowns. His three 












touchdown receptions in the Randolph- 
Macon game ties an individual single 
game record. 

According to Ash, “I’m very excited 
that Cubby has another year to work 
with this group of receivers. (Dan) 
Crossey and (Pat) Danneker are also 
nice backs to have and our offensive 
line will be returning. With the 
exception of Phelps, all of our starters 
will be returning and we will have a 
great nucleus for next season.” 

Perhaps the biggest change in the 
Indian scheme was a different defensive 
philosophy. ‘We used an attacking 
defense rather than a reading defense,” 
explained Ash, “and I believe this 
suited the personality of our players. It 
probably is a real good reason why 
(Mark) Dorner had such a successful 
season.”” An All-America candidate, the 
62” senior finished the season with an 
NCAA record 15 interceptions and an 
individual season record 202 return 
yards. As a four-year starter he 
compiled 25 interceptions which ties a 
Juniata individual career record. 

Senior co-captain Gregg St. Clair 
made a transition from the defensive 
backfield to contribute 77 tackles from 
his outside linebacker position. “It’s 
tough to ask a senior to play in a new 
position . . . but he met the challenge 
and had a great season.” 

Seniors Tom Yeager and Ray Witmer, 
both four-year starters on the defensive 


















line combined for 121 tackles while 
junior linebacker Frank Gay led all 
defensive players with 99 total tackles. 
“We had some big shoes to fill at the 
linebacker position after losing Bob 
Crossey and Bryan Warren to 
graduation. Frank did play in three 
games as a sophomore, but it’s a 
different feeling when you're in 
charge,” commented Ash. “Both he and 
(Steve) Campbell did an outstanding 
job.” Sophomore outside linebacker 
Chuck Rihn registered 15 of Juniata’s 39 
sacks, and Bob Herzog recorded 42 
tackles and six interceptions in his first 
year starting at the cornerback position. 

The Indian kicking game had a sweet 
and sour taste this season with 
sophomore Keith Watson connecting on 
seven of fifteen field goal attempts. 
Watson booted a 40-yard field goal to 
break a 7-7 tie late in the fourth quarter 
against Lycoming, but broke his 
concentration on several attempts 
during the one point loss to 
Susquehanna. 

DeRenzo and sophomore John Spahr 
shared punting duties this season and 
both finished with similar statistics. 
DeRenzo accumulated 1396 yards in 35 
punts for an average of 39.9 yards, 
while Spahr had 34 punts and 1181 
yards for a 34.7 yards average. 

“This was a great season for us, 
especially considering all the changes 
we had to make. To finish with a 7-3 
record, and one kick short of winning 
the league is a positive thing,” 
commented Ash. ‘‘To have had seasons 
of 8-3, 9-2, and 7-3 shows there is no 
question that we've got our program on 
solid ground and on top of the league 
consistently.” 

As always the goal for next year’s 
Indians will be the conference 
championship. With a strong offensive 
nucleus returning in 1988, perhaps 
there will be fewer questions and better 
answers.

The 1987-88 Indians became the 
winningest men’s basketball team in 
Juniata College history with a 17-8 
regular season record. Juniata’s 
previous high for victories was a 15-6 
finish in 1953-54. 

Coach Dan Helm’s team was the first 
.500-plus Tribe squad since a 12-10 
record in 1976-77. The Indians also took 
the Middle Atlantic Conference 
Northwest section title with an 11-5 
finish to become Juniata’‘s first men’s 
MAC playoff team since 1974-75, 

“We are certainly pleased with how 
the regular season turned out for us,” 
said Helm. “We hope that our success 
can continue in the playoffs.” 

The Indians recovered from an 0-3 
start to finish December with a 4-4 
record, A six-game winning streak 
highlighted January before the Tribe 
ended the regular season with five 
consecutive victories. Juniata lost its 
home opener before winning nine 
straight games in Memorial Gym. 

Senior guard Wayne Paul of 
Johnstown, a strong All-American 
candidate, moved into the fourth spot 
on the Juniata scoring chart with 1,390 
career points. The team captain shot 55 
percent from the floor in averaging 18 
points a game, including three 30-plus 
point games. 

Freshman Bob Dombroski of 
Mountaintop led the team in 
rebounding with 7.4 boards per game 
while classmate Jay Nicholson of 
Braddock scored 9.5 points and 
averaged 6.7 rebounds a contest, both 
as starters. 

Returning starters Shawn Habakus 
and Duane Dise had productive seasons 
as well. A sophomore from Mohnton, 
Habakus led the team with 127 assists. 
Dise, a junior from Dallastown, was 
second in scoring with 9.7 points a game. 

A sophomore guard from Altoona, 
Mike Welker led the team in three-point 
shooting percentage (.528) and was 
fourth in assists with 48. 

Junior Mike Antenucci of Jackson, NJ, 
started on the frontline early in the 
season and adjusted well to his backup 
role since the team’s European Trip 
over the New Year's holiday. Joe 
DeBlase, a junior from Boswell, also 
played a key reserve role, scoring a team- 
high 20 points in a win over Alvernia, 























Senior subs Glenn Peters of 
Columbia, MD, and Andrei Costantino 
of Charleroi have added experience off 
the bench. 

Freshman Dan Lizun of Emmaus has 
been impressive in the post, scoring 4.9 
points and grabbing 3.3 rebounds a 
game. Another frosh, Neil Gearhart of 
Huntingdon, has enjoyed a fine rookie 
campaign, hitting four three-pointers in 
a win over Albright. 

Leland Hughes of Spring Grove, 
Frank Shue of Centre Hall and Bill 
Zamboni of Nanty Glo round out one of 
the best basketball freshman classes in 
school history. 

The Indians opened the MAC 
playoffs against FDU-Madison. 
Scranton, the top seed from the 
Northeast section, hosted the 
tournament. 

The winner of the MAC North 
tournament earns an automatic berth to 
the NCAA Division III playoffs. 

Note: Juniata lost a tough 63-61 
verdict to FDU-Madison in the MAC 
playoff on February 26, thus capping an 
exciting, record breaking season. 


All-America candidate Wayne Paul, led the 
Indians in the scoring category, on the court 
and to the M.A.C. playoffs with his great 
shooting ability. 









Women’s Basketball 


Senior Sue Grubb of Elizabethtown 
ended her fine Juniata College career in 
1987-88 by leading a young Indian 
squad to a 5-5 finish in the Middle 
Atlantic Conference Northwest section, 
good enough for third place. The Tribe, 
under second-year coach Kathi Quinn, 
was 6-12 overall. 

A 5'7" forward, Grubb led the team in 
scoring and rebounding, averaging 17.4 
points and 13.1 rebounds a game. She 
ranked first in the MAC in rebounding 
and was as high as fourth in the nation 
for NCAA Division III. 

Grubb completed her four-year career 
as Juniata’s second-leading scorer and 
rebounder with 1,141 points and 941 
boards. She trails only Julie George in 
those categories. 

“Sue was obviously the anchor of our 
team,” said Quinn. “She had a solid 
finish to a fine career.’’ 

Grubb established new school records 
for blocked shots in a game with eight 
against Messiah and Gettysburg. Her 66 
blocks this season passes her record 61 
last year. Her career totals of 182 blocks 
and 292 steals are also new Tribe 
standards. 

Senior Jodi Cox of Altoona will also 
be lost to graduation. Cox finished the 
season very strong, scoring 5.3 points 
per game and 4.9 rebounds. 

“Jodi played her best game of the 
year in our last game,” said Quinn of 
Cox’s performance in a 69-51 loss to 
nationally-ranked Franklin and 
Marshall. “Tt was one of the many 








games where we played well against a 
good team. We had a lot of games that 
could have gone our way but didn’t.” 

Quinn’s team, which featured six 
freshmen, lost one of its main 
ingredients when junior center Sue 
Lockawich of Williamsburg went down 
with a knee injury six games into the 
season. 

“Sue was a leader for us on the 
court,” said Quinn of Lockawich, who 
scored 11.8 points and grabbed 7.7 
rebounds per contest in six games. “If 
she can play all year it’s a whole 
different season for us.” 

Freshmen Pam Wyrick from Governor 
Mifflin High School and Colleen 
McGinn of Pennsville, NJ, did a fine job 
inside for the Tribe. Wyrick averaged 
10.3 points and 7.0 rebounds a game 
while McGinn added 9.1 and 6.5. 

In the backcourt, rookies Kelly 
Sinkovich of Middletown and Andrea 
Smeigh of Altoona were called upon to 
play starting roles. Smeigh scored 5.5 
points per game with Sinkovich adding 
2.4. 


Freshman Kelly Woodworth of 
Waynesboro, VA, nursed a knee injury 
for most of the season while classmate 
Heidi McCarthy from Annandale, VA, 
missed the last 12 games after a bout 
with mononucleosis. 

“Despite having such a young group, 
I thought the attitude was very good,” 
said Quinn. “The team is eager to start 
getting ready for next season. We'll 
need to work very hard to replace a 
player like Sue Grubb, but we have a 
solid team to build on.” 





Wrestling 


The Juniata College wrestling team 
suffered from growing pains in the 
1987-88 season as the Indians finished 
0-6 with just one senior and four 
freshmen in the lineup. Coach Bill 
Berrier’s squad was also handicapped 
by forfeits at the 118 and 126 pound 
weight classes throughout the year. 

Senior Larry Krizner of Dunbar 
finished a fine career with a 10-7 season 
at 190, and was set to compete in the 
Middle Atlantic Tournament at Messiah 
the end of February. John Swanson, a 
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junior from Warren, had the best 
regular season record, 9-5-1 at the 
150-pound class before the tournament. 
Junior Lee Abramovitz of Pottstown 
was 3-10 at heavyweight before MAC’s 
while sophomore John Telenko, an 
Elizabethtown native, took a 6-7 mark at 
167 to the tournament. Freshman Jim 
Weaver of Johnstown and Steve 
Manderbach of Leesport went to their 
first MAC Championships with 4-9 and 
2-7 records at 177 and 142 respectively. 
Junior Tim Crowley (3-10) of Summit, 
NJ, and freshmen D.J. Korlewitz (1-6) of 
Johnstown and Jeff Sloan (4-10) of 
Wayne did not make the trip to the 
MAC’s.

Herbert Allison Miller, a Juniata 
College faculty member for nearly thirty 
years died June 3, 1987 after several 
years of failing health. 

For 28 years, Prof. Miller served as 
educator and advisor to the college 
community. As a financial advisor to 
the board of trustees and associate 
professor of economics between the 
years of 1941 and 1969, Prof. Miller 
shared his expertise in business 
administration and financial 
management. 

A graduate of Lehigh University and 
Harvard Business School, Prof. Miller 
returned with his wife Marjorie 
(Fitzpatrick) to Huntingdon in 1938, 
where he was born, May 10, 1904. He 
opened an office on Penn Street offering 
tax and financial advice to the 
community. He taught business classes 
at the Baldwin School of Business in 
Huntingdon and was also responsible 
for the instruction of a night course in 
accounting at Owens Corning Fiberglas 
in Huntingdon. 

As a member of the college faculty, 
Prof. Miller began as an instructor of 
accounting, and after one year was 
granted his own program within the 
business department. A well respected 
member of the community, Prof. Miller 
was a member of the Huntingdon 
Rotary Club and as an avid golfer was a 
member of the Huntingdon Country 
Club. 

Upon his retirement in 1969, Prof. 
Miller and his wife took residence in 
Atlantis, Fla. where he would spend the 
rest of his life. As a member of the 
Atlantis Golf Club, he was able to 
continue his favorite pastime. He is 
survived by his wife and daughter, 
Mary Katherine Swinderman of Ocala, 
Fla. He was also the grandfather of 
three. 

Prof. Miller will be remembered for 
his contribution to both the College and 
the community. We share the loss his 
family and friends feel and wish them 
the best of health and happiness in the 
coming years. 









































Caroline Pearce Waters, a 1931 
graduate of Juniata College and an 
active member of the State College 
community died November 12, 1987. 

Born September 18, 1910, in 
Clearfield, PA, Mrs. Waters came to 
Juniata after completing her high school 
education at Clearfield Area Senior 
High School. She earned her bachelor’s 
degree and actively served as a class 
fund agent for the Class of 1931. 

Married to R. Hadly Waters in 1932, 
Mrs. Waters began an active life in the 
State College area. She was a member 
of the State College Women’s Club for 
fifty years, a founding member of State 
College Community Theatre where she 
took on several roles including the lead 
in ‘Arsenic and Old Lace” and just last 
season protrayed Lady Eynesford-Hill in 
“My Fair Lady.” 

As an ‘active volunteer, Mrs. Waters 
gave unselfishly of her time to 
numerous organizations including the 
Centre Community Hospital, the Centre 
County Retarded Children’s 
Association, and the Blair-Centre 
Association for the Blind. 

A contributing member to several 
other religious, health and community 
agencies, Mrs. Waters will surely be 
missed by her friends and the members 
of her community. 

At Juniata there is a lasting 
commitment and dedication to our 
community, Caroline Waters, will 
forever remain a symbol of the 
commitment and dedication our alumni 
show toward our larger community of 
mankind. 


Dr. Robert B. Patrick, a 1926 
graduate of Juniata College and a life- 
long friend of his alma mater, died 
recently in Florida following an 
extended illness. 

Dr. Patrick was a member of the Penn 
State faculty for more than 20 years, 
retiring as emeritus professor of 
secondary education in 1968. He held a 
master of education degree from Penn 
State and a doctor of education degree 
from the Teacher’s College of Columbia 
University. 

Maintaining close ties with Juniata 
throughout his lifetime, Dr. Patrick 
served as chairman of the President’s 
Development Council, president of the 
Juniata College National Alumni 
Association, and served for three years 
as alumni representative on the Board 
of Trustees. 


In addition to his years of service to 
the College, Dr. and Mrs. Patrick were 
also generous with their gifts. In the 
late 1940’s Dr. Patrick built a log 
summer home that would sleep eight 
people on six acres adjacent to Camp 
Blue Diamond near Petersburg. 
Following Dr. and Mrs. Patrick’s 
retirement to Florida the property was 
given to Juniata, and today is used for 
retreats and meetings by faculty and 
student organizations. 


It is with deep sorrow that we share 
with you the loss of one of Juniata’s 
outstanding leaders. Hank Eisenhart ’44 
passed away on Sunday, December 20, 
1987, while he and Edna were driving 
to church. 

All of us who were close to Hank, 
knew of his love for Juniata College. He 
had been very active in alumni affairs, 
serving as Class Fund Agent for the 
Class of 1944 since his graduation. He 
and Edna chaired the successful 1984-85 
Annual Support Fund drive. 

Hank could also be seen regularly at 
many of the College's activities and 
programs. He helped to coach the 
women’s softball team and the men’s 
baseball team, and could often be seen 
cheering on the other athletic teams 
from the bleachers or sidelines. It was 
always a pleasure to see Hank walk 
through the Alumni/Development 
Offices to share a story or two, or just 
to visit. 

Hank had been an educator all his 
life. He served on the Pennsylvania 
State Education Association Board of 
Directors from 1972 to 1982 and was 
president during 1978 to 1979. He has 
been a member of the Pennsylvania 
Public School Employees Retirement 
System from 1980 to 1983, serving as 
chairman from 1982 to 1983 and as a 
retired representative to the board in 
1987. His leadership and dedication to 
Juniata College and the field of 
education was admirable and 
exemplary. 

As a memorial to Hank, Edna has 
contributed a gift in each of their 
classmates names, knowing how much 
Hank wanted to achieve 100% class 
participation. Juniata is deeply grateful 
for all he has done for the College and 
our youths.
